"A lasting blow to Duhno's prestige 


as a trade centre was delivered in 1791 
when the great 'Contracts'

most important sugar mart in Russia, 
was transferred' to Kiev. In recent 
times these fairs have not played a role 
of such prime, importance in the com- 
mercial life of Polish and Russian cities 
as in the days before railroads brought 
towns and suburban sections Into con- 
stant touch with each other. 
In the 


last years of the ISth century, however, 


the transfer of this annual event to th 
city known as the 'Jerusalem of Russia 
cave It a tremendous Impetus, at th 
same time having a corresponding del 
rlmental effect on Dubno. 


"Two of Dubno's neighboring town 


are of great Interest to the student o 
history. Thirty-two miles to the eas 
Is Ostrog, where the first translatlo 
of the bible into old Slav was made an 
printed In 15S1. Twenty-five miles t 
the south, at Kremenetz, are the ruin 
of a onca famous chateau of the beau 
tlful queen, Bona Sforza, who Intro 
duced much of the grace and the ele 
gance of her native Italy Into the cour 
life of the Polish king, SIgismund I 
but who during the last years of he 
husband's reign earned the detestatlo 
of the Poles by her greed and1 her cor 
ruptlon. She was even accused of hav 
Ing poisoned her son's wife five day 
after the iatter's coronation as queen 
Fate reserved for her a similar end. 
few years later she was poisoned b 
one of her Italian lovers. 


"While the. suffering which the pres- 


ent war has entailed upon the civilians 
in the Dubno district undoubtedly has 
been severe, it is not to be, compared 
with the holocaust of horror which 
broke over this region In the middle of 
the 17th century, when the Cossack 
chieftain, Bogdan Chmielnicka, Incited 
to rebellion by a Polish neighbor who 
had stolen his hayricks and .flogged his 
Infant son to death, brought about the 
uprising known as the 'Serfs' Fury.' 
This reign of anarchy and outrage has 
seldom If ever been equalled In world 
history. 
Most of the manor houses of 


the" country 
were burned and 
their 


owners burned of flayed alive, or else 
sawn asunder. 
Priests were hung be- 


fore their own altars with a follower 
of a rival religion on one side and a 
despised animal on the other. 


"Ostrog was one of the cities which 


fell before tho Cossack hetman's wrath, 
and time and again the pride of Polish 
chivalry was routed by the followers of 
the ruthless rebel. In 1649 he made a 
triumphant entry into Kiev, clad 
In

of gold and riding on a white 


charger. At Berestecsko, in 1651, he 
went 
into 
battle 
wielding a eworci 


which had been bestowed upon him by 
the archbishop of Corinth, but .here he 
met.with bis first defeat.

whereupon he declared his allegiance 
to the czar, placing the Ukraine under 
Russian protection, thus anticipating 
the dismemberment of Poland 
which

Italy, 


anticipating the descent, of the '"sl- 
goths by five centuries. 
The Cimbri 


came within the purview ot recorded 
history in -113 B. C., when, after hav- 
ing been driven from 
their northern 


home,-, supposedly by North sea Inun- 
dations, and.having made 
their 
way 


• southward'through the 
German for- 


ests, they inflicted a 
signal 
defeat 


upon a Romaii army under Consul Pa- 
plrlus Carbo. at Noreia. Instead of fol- 
lowing up their success into Italy, the 
victors pushed westward 
into 
the 


Hhtne. valley. 
Four years later, how- 


ever, they practically annihilated the 
Romans under Marius Junius 
Ellanus 


on the field 
Arausio, 
where 
80,000 


troops were slain. 
This terrible 
re- 


verse sent a tremor of terror through 
tho lawmakers on the Capltollne Hill, 
and the constitution was set aside In 
order tliat Mai'ius, fresh from his tri- 
umphs on African battlefields, 
might 


be invested with consular powers -for 
five, years. 
Ho was deemed tho man 


of the hour and the 
only 
general 


who could turn back the tide of bar- 
barians that had debouched from Cim- 
bri Chersonese, the 
name- given 
to 


Jutland. While this tribe poured over 
the Alps, driving the forces of Catul- 
lus before it across the Adlgo and Fo, 
Marius administered a 
crushing de- 


feat at Aquae Sextiae in Gaul to tho 
Clmbrls' companions 
in 
arms, 
the 


Tcutones. The consul then rushed back 
across the Alps and at Campl Raudil, 
near Vc-rcelll, where a century earlier 
Hannibal had won his first victory on 
Unllau soil, the invaders wore utterly 
annihilated, all the men being 
killed 


or captured while tho 
women 
slew 


themselves in 
preference 
to 
being 


borne to Rome in slavery. 


"Jutland's 
agricultural 
poverty 


dates from tho beginning of tho six- 
teenth century, by 
which" time 
the 


peninsula had been almost completely 
denuded of its forests. It was not un- 
til 1S6G, two years after Denmark had 
been forced to relinquish 
Schleswlg- 


Holstein to Prussia and Austria, that 
the Danish people began ah appraisal 
of the latent agricultural possibilities: 
of their remaining domain to see if by 
cultivation they could compensate for 
their territorial losses.
